The election of the city clerk of Atlanta 
will hereafter take place in the city coun- 
ceil instead of at the polls, as has been 
the custom for a numbe- of years. The 
bill of Mr. Brandon, of Fulton, as amend- 
ed by the senate, was concurred in by the 
honse of represintatives last Saturday 
night, and the bil! will go to the governor 
for his signature within a few days. 
There seems to be no doubt that the gov- 
ernor will give the act his signature, 
| making it a law. 

The bill also provides for a $500,000 bond 
issue for the purpose of extending the 
water mains of the city and for the con- 
struction of a lighting plant, but it will be 
necessary for the citizens to ratify this 
portion of the bill before the issue can 
he made. The measures caused a con- 
siderable stir in the general assembly and 
were the cause of the appointing of a con- 
ference committee from the senate and 
house. 

The original bill was Introduced by Mr. 
Brandon, of Fulton, some days ago, and 
provid« d for the amendirg of the char- 
ter of the city of Atlanta in order to le- 
Sealize the issuing of $500,000 of bonds for 
the extension of the city’s water mains 
and for the construction of a lighting 
rlant. This bill was adopted by the house 
and was transmitted to the senate, where 
an amendment was tacked on. : 

This amendment provided that the char- 
ter be further amended so as to require 
the election of the city clerk by the 


as heretofore. As amended the bill was 
adopted. by the senate and was returned 
to the house for concurrence. 

Mr. Brandon stated on the floor of the 
house that he had not been authorized 
to agree to any such amendment, and 
asked that the house non-concur in the 
amendment. His wishes were respected 
and the senate was notified of the result 
of the house yote. The senate refused to 
recede from its amendment, and a con- 
ference committee was appointed. 

This committee’ met Selfturday night 
and upon the statement by a senator that 
the mayor of Atlanta and fifteen mem- 
bers of the general council had petitioned 
that the charter in reference to the city 
clerk be changed, the committee decided 
to request the house.to concur in the 
amendment. A second vote in the house 
resulted in concurrence and the bill was 
consequently passed. 

An election of a city clerk by the coun- 
cil will not occur, however, until Octo- 
ber, 1901, when the term of the present 
encumbent, W. D. Greene, expires.

Gecrge W. Truitt, Troup'’s great cottcg 
grower, and the first man to put up his 
estimate of 9,500,000 bales of cotton for 
the present crop against Neill’s estimate 
12,000,000 bales, is preparing to cut 
down his acreage in cotton from WO to 200 
acies, and says: “Tell the farmers it 
Want <v cents for their cotton in 
the future not to make over 8,000 OO | 
bales.’’ He has sowed two hundred acres | 

land in wheat, the remainder 
that has been lopped off from his cotton 
lands will be used for pastures, grain 
and forage, as he is embarking in the 
cattle business. He has just bougnt 
twenty-five Jerseys, and will begin at 
once to send their milk to the LaGrange 
creamery. His herd of Jersevs will he 
added to from time to time as he can 
buy them. He has also bought twenty- 
five Devons and will raise their calves 
for beef. This herd will also be added 
to. The creamery only takes the butter 
fat from the milk, which is about 20 
per cent, the farmer receiving back 
about S0 per cent skimmed milk, which 
is fine to raise pigs with.

The Price of Cotton. 

Again we call upon the farmers of 
the south to consider a question which 
is pressing close upon them. 

The price of cotton as it may be af- 
fected by the size of the market or the 
anxiety of the farmer to sell has its 
uncertainties which every farmer must 
settle for lf. The Constitution 
has undertaken striking 
the alarm and of notifying those at in- 
terest of the value of their property. 
Now it rests with them to make such 
use of this information as suits them 
best. 
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The crop of the present vear is short 
beyond precedent; the demand _ of 
American spinners for supplies has in- 
creased 400,000 bales, and the spinners 
of Europe have got to lay in the:r year- 
ly supply. There never was a time 
when the manufactured goods were so 
much above the price of raw cotton 
as now. Thus opinions vary as to what 
price cotton should be. If based upon 
the price of dry goods it would range 
from 10c to 12c per pound for raw 
cotton to meet the present price of 
manufactured The south has 
about 40 per cent of her cotton yet to 
sell, and by some concert of action this 
cotton should be held to bring in the 
largest return possible. 

Elsewhere we print the of a 
prominent cotton firm on the present 
crop, from which it will be seen that 
the probable cotton in sight on the 
first of September next will be the 
shortest in ten years.

It is time that they should 
husband their resources and stand up 
for all their rights.

We shall not pause here to inquire 
if there is nota fallacy concealed 
somewhere in. this’. balance-of-trade 
theory, for we do not desire to hurt 
anybody’s feelings on the eve of the 
holidays.

In 
this discovery today, 


‘Although we have improved the receiver so 
that it is 2,000 times as sensitive as the orig- 
inal one, we realize that we have not yet 
begun to see the limit. Marconi, {n his bri}- 
liant experiments, has demonstrated that mes- 
sages can be sent over ninety miles. As our 
receiver is several hundred times more sensi- 
tive, it is clear that the messages can be 
sent by our method very much further, though 
just what the limit is I would not like to say. 
It at least should be possible to send messages 
across the Atlantic with poles less than 200 
feet high. The ultimate distance must be 
checked by actual experiment before it be- 
comes scientific fact in the strictest sense.’’

However, it 
borne in mind that it can 
light within the realm of 
that all disputed questions within the 
spiritual world must have a higher and 
wiser arbiter; for spiritual truth lies far 
beyond the ken of human reason, and 
in a realm as far transcending the realms 
of science as the scientific world tran- 
scends the natural. 

It is a matter of very great’ pleasure 
to know that the Christian’s faith does 
not stand in the wisdom of men, is not 
the product of human reasoning, the de- 
velopment of a purely rational system, 
for the wisdom of one age becomes the 
folly of the next. All human systems 
of philosophy are constantly undergoing 
revisions and modifications: but the 
Christian religion, which is not a ra- 
tional system, which is not earthborn, 
but is in every way supernatural and 
divinely inspired, is like its great Author, 
“the same yesterday, today and for- 
ever.”’ 

The brainy, eloquent, gifted and schol- 
arly St. Paul, in writing to the church at 
Corinth said: “And TI, brethren, when 
I came to you came not with excellency 
of speech or of wisdom, declaring unto 
you the testimony of God. For I detor- 
mined not to know anything among you 
save Jesus Christ and Him crucified. And 
my speech, and my preaching was _ not 
with enticing words of man’s wisdom, 
but in demonstration of the spirit and 
of power. That your faith should not 
stand in the wisdom of men, but fn the 
power of God. How be it, we speak wis- 
dom among them that are perfect, yet 
not the wisdom of this world nor of 
the prince of this world that come_to 
naught. But we speak the wisdom of God 
in a mystery.’

It is that 
the minority of the whites of a few cities in 
Georgia, enforced by the colored vote, are put- 
ting their feet and heels upon the democracy 
of this state, and are trying to control. It 
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
